The Fall of the Charter Oak.

Respectfully inscribed to the Hon. I. W. Stuart, of 
whose beautiful grounds this tree has so long been 
the principal ornament. 

[For some time past the Hon. I. W. Stuart had 
been engaged in writing the history of this famous 
old tree, and had finished the last chapter at mid¬ 
night, September 20th, therein stating that the 
Charter flak would probably survive many years to 
come.

Washington's Last Moments. 

Governor Wise, of Virginia, delivered 
an oration on “the Fourth,” in which he 
thus described the last moments of Wash¬ 
ington : 

He died as be lived, and what a beauti¬ 
ful economy' there was in his death ! Not 
a faculty was impaired, not an error mar¬ 
red the moral of his life. At sixty-six, 
not quite three score year and ten, he was 
taken away, whilst his example was per¬ 
fect He took cold, slighted the symp¬ 
toms, saying, “ Let it go as it came.” In 
the morning of the 14th of December, 
1799, lit* felt severe illness; called in his 
overseer, Mr. Rawlings, to bleed him.—- 
He was agitated, and Washington said to 
him, “Don’t be afraid.” When about to 
tie up his arm, he said with difficulty, 
“more.” After all efforts had failed, he 
designated the paper he meant for his M ill, 
then turned to Tobias Lear and said, “ I 
find I am going ; my breath cannot con¬ 
tinue long. I believed from the first it 
would he fatal. Do you arrange my ac¬ 
counts and settle my books, as you know 
more about them than any one else, and 
let Mr. Rawlings finish recording my other 
letters which he has begun.*’ Between 5 
an t; o'clock he said to his physician. Dr. 
Craik, “ I feel myself going; you had bet¬ 
ter not take any more trouble about me, 
hut let me go off quietly; I cannot last 
long.*' Shortly after, again he said, “ Doc¬ 
tor. I die hard; hut I ain not afraid to go. 
1 believed from my first attack 1 should 
not survive it. My breath cannot last 
l>ng.” About 10 o’clock he made several 
attempts to speak to Mr. hear, and at last 
said, “ 1 am just going. Have me decent¬ 
ly buried, and do not let my body he put 
into the vault in less than two days after 
I am dead.” Lear says, “ I bowed assent, 
lie looked at me again, and said, ‘ Do you 
understand in<?' I replied ‘yes, sir.”— 
“Tis well,’’ said he. And these were liis 
last words, and 'ti- well his last words 
were “ 'ti.- well.” Just before he expired 
he felt bis own pulse ; bis hand fell from 
liis wrist, and George Washington was no 
more.

Fashionable Life in Paris. —The fash¬ 
ionable clubs of Paris have been thrown 
into some excitement by the publication 
in the morning: papers of the names of tlie 
most popular dandies of Paris, with their 
debts, which are to he put up at auction, 
and sold to the highest bidder.

It created a 
great deal of astonishment that such names 
should he found with such hills ; for men 
reputed to have large fortunes were found 
to have bills of seven or eight years 
standing unpaid. There are some strange 
secrets in rich men’s lives. Some time 
ap-o it was discovered that a fashionable 
nobleman in England had not paid his 
butcher’s bill for twenty-five years ; anoth¬ 
er wealthy man had paid his servants no 
wages for twelve years; and we have here 
seen young men of fortune, with tine 
turnouts—unpaid for; admirable horses— 
unpaid for; fine furniture—unpaid for; 
fine clothes—unpaid for! Time Hies by 
with its accustomed speed; bulks increase 
new items and interest; settling day 
comes; the young man finds his patrimo¬ 
ny exhausted ; lie spends his last napoleon 
in a fine dinner at the Cafe de Paris, and

That's life in Paris! 


—The drug 
which has lately become so notorious for 
destory ing the lives of human beings— 
as in the case of the infamous Dr. Plainer, 
j recently executed in England— is a most 
deadly organic poison. A dog has been 
j killed' with the sixth part of a grain of it, 
j and a human being with h-ss. AY hen 
; introduced into the stomach it acts with 
j fearful energy, causing lockjaw immedi- 
| atoly, violent spasms, and death in a f* w 
: minute.-, ft i.> odorless,hut so intensely bit- 
j terns to he perceptible to taste when one 
1 part is diluted in a million parts of water. 
The composition strychnia is carbon forty- 
f.itir, hydrogen twenty-four, oxygen four, 
nitrogen two equivalents. It is colorless. 

I and fi rms soluble crystalizahle salts. It 
j is an alkaline has<*, and extracted prin- 
cipallv from the strychonx nux vomica. 
The tree from which it is obtained is of 
moderate size, and grows in several parts 
of the East Indies and the Islands of 
Ceylon. Its fruits are large orange-col¬ 
ored berries, the pulp of which is the 
favorite of many birds. The seed con¬ 
tains the deadly poison. They are fiat 
and round, about an inch in diameter, 
and grey in color. These seeds were used 
as medicine and as a poison by the Hin¬ 
doos, long before they were known in 
Europe. Many of the natives of Ilin- 
doostan ofti n use it as people use opium. 
They commence with taken the eighth of 
a nut every day, and gradually increase 
tlieir allowance to an entire nut, which 
would he about twenty grains. If they 
eat it directly before or after food, no un¬ 
pleasant effects are produced ; but if they 
neglect this precaution, spasms are the 
result. The hark of the tree is also 
poisonous, and from its resemblance to 
to Angostura or U’usparia bark, a tonic 
medicine imported from South America, 
caused a deal of alarm and excitement in 
Germany, in the early part of this cen¬ 
tury, by being mixed with that hark. No 
sure antidote has yet been discovered for 
this poison, hut some chemists have at¬ 
tained to great skill in detecting it when 
administerd as a poison. 


A Russian Slave. 

The Allgemeine Zietung gives the fob 
lowing illustration of serfdom in Russia, 
as of recent occurrence: 

Among the serfs owned by a widow la* 
dy was a girl who had been brought up 
with unusual indulgence, had received a 
superior education, and acquired manners 
far more cultivated than belonged to her 
class, to which advantages was added the 
natural gift of an attractive person. At 
an early nge she was apprenticed at St 
Petersburg to a French dressmaker; and 
having attained to some skill in the busi¬ 
ness, she M as after a time offered profita¬ 
ble employment 

This her mistress permitted her to ac¬ 
cept, on the usual payment of an obrok to 
herself, in lieu of personal service. The 
girl conducted herself well in her situation, 
acquired a knowledge of the French lan¬ 
guage and formed habits of considerable 
refinement. Here she attracted the notice 
of an officer of the rank of colonel, who 
in due time proved his attachment by of¬ 
fering her marriage. The girl accepted 
the proposal, and nothing remained but to 
obtain her freedom from her mistress.— 
The purchase money the colonel was wil¬ 
ling to pay. This ought to have been 
regulated by the obrok which the girl had 
paid, calculated at so many years’ pur¬ 
chase. The officer, however, was not dis¬ 
posed to cavil about the price, but on ap¬ 
plying to the mistress, to whom he unfor¬ 
tunately explained his purpose, he receiv¬ 
ed for answer that on no terms whatever 
would she emancipate her slave. 

Every effort was used to shake the reso¬ 
lution, which appeared unaccountable; 
but argument, entreaty and money wero 
alike unavailing, and the lady remained 
inexorable, giving in the end the cine to 
her obstinacy by observing that she would 
never see her serf take precedence of her, 
as she would do if manned to a colonel, 
while she was herself but the widow of a 
major. The match was necessarily bro¬ 
ken off, and the girl's prospects of happi¬ 
ness destroyed. To complete her misery, 
her mistress revoked her leave of absence, 
and ordered her immediately to return to 
her native village. Arrived in the village, 
the unhappy girl, accustomed to the hab¬ 
its and comforts of civilized life, was 
clothed in the coarse garments of an or¬ 
dinary peasant, and was forthwith ordered 
to marry a rough moujik of the same class. 
Revolting at this tyranny and refusing to 
obey, she was flogged, and though she 
still resisted for a while, a long continu¬ 
ance of cruel and degrading treatment 
conquered her in the end, and she was 
forced to submit to the miserable lot en¬ 
tailed upon her by the wretched jealousy 
of her heartless mistress.

His only son, YVidiam, was Governor of 
New Jersey at the time of the Deolaiation 
of Independence, and did what he could 
to prevent the Legislative Assembly of 
New .Jersey from san< tioning tLo proceed¬ 
ings of the General Congress of Philadel¬ 
phia. These efforts, however, did but 
little to stay the tide of popular sentiment 
in favor of resistance to tyranny, and 
soon involved him in difti ulty. lie was 
deposed from office by the Whigs, to give 
place to William Livingston, and sent a 
prisoner to Connecticut, where he remain¬ 
ed about two years, in East IV indsor, in 
the house of ( 'apt. Ebenezer Grant, near 
where the Theological Seminary now 
stands. In 1778 he was exchanged, and 
soon after, went to England. There lie 

spent the remainder of his life, receiving 
a pension from the British government for 
the losses he had sustained by his fidelity. 
He died in 1S1B, at the age of S2. Tho 
opposition of the son to the cause tho 
father espoused, produced an estrange¬ 
ment between them, and in Franklin’s 
will, speaking of his son. he says, “ The 
part he acted against nu* in the late war, 
which is of public notoriety, will account 
for my leaving him no more of an estate 
he endeavorad to deprive me of.”-— Phila. 
Ledger.
